"I want America tc know, 
Japan cannot be made a U.S. 
hate,” Tsuji emphasised. "But- 
if tha U.S. ia satisfied with the 
prevention of Japan's commu- 
nication, I will give her full co- . 
operation. On the other hand, If 
she does not agree to this. I will 
fight her to the bitter end." ' 
The best solution for abating: 
the anti-American santiments 
i which have been raptdly mount- 
ing since Bikini, Tsuji proposes, 
is to remove all U.S. forces from 
Japan. 

Cant Jlefcad Japan 
"Americans cannot defend 
anything Jn and around Japan," 
Taujt pointed out. “Japan 
should be defended by the Japa- 
nese themselves and there are 
still 5,000,000 veterans from the 
last war. Of them at least 2.- 
■ 000,000 are fit for combat. We 
can hold our own." 

As for himself, the ex-colonel 
has organised a "Jlel Dome!" 
(Self-Defense League), a kind 
of militia, of Ms folkiwers that 
include those who fought un- 
der him ir. actual warfare. Of 
the total of approximately 3J500 
"Jiet Dome!" men, 2,000 are In 
his home prefecture, Ishlkawa, 
Tsuji revealed. "In our own 
prefecture at least, my men can 
handle the Communists Jf they 
try to create a ctvll 'distur- 
bance." 

An American mafutne re- 
cently remarked that in view of 
the current political Irregulari- 
ties and the people's disaffection 
with the Government, Tsuji 
might instigate a coup d'etat— « 
fear shared by some Japanese. 

But the fiftyish ex-colonel 
himself laughed at the specula- 
tion: “Jf I were to plen a thing 
like that, why should I have gone 
to a lot of trouble to become a 
member of the national leglsia- 
turel" 
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
